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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: discussion with regard to 101 rejection of claims 1 and 12. More 
specifically, proposing amendment of claim 12 to clarify the audio signals processing method with one subset having 
signals or sub-signals with N directional components and being summed or added to signals or sub-signals that also 
having the same N directional components of an other subset that would have overcome the present 101 rejection. 
Amendment will be filed to further clearify such point. Updated search and further office action will be issue upon due 
time.
